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Boston Vote Tells 
ttie Story 

ON" Tiirsriay th«i Inhpi-pnt 
wpaknp?."! of Gov Roose- 
velt's cBndid>o.v was made 
maniffst to the country. F<,.- th« 
primary elections in Massachu- 
«etts and Pean.syivania wers, the 
■ first real test of Mr Roosevelt's 
popular appeal in the preat cen- 
ters of population. The outcome 
has shown what .seasoned ob- 
servers have for some months 
L-ontended: that he docs not com- 
mand a national fiRiive in the 
Democratic party and that hU 
nomination would disunite and 
disperse the support which th« 
party mig-ht reasonably expect 
this yetir. 



The rcsiilfs In M«ssiuh>i.';rtts 
are much more decisive than any 
one imagined they could be. For 
Mr Roo.sevelt was supported In 
Boston bv Mayor Curley'g or^anl- 
«atlon. It is a typical urban ma- 
chine, Immensely powerful and 
•well financed. That this organiza- 
tion should have been over- 
whelmingly defeated in the city of 
Boston which it controls Is »<-n- 
««tionaI evidence of how J>emo- 
cratic city voters feel about the 
Roosevelt candidacy. No political 
observer that I know imagined 
that such an overturn could take 
place. It wan believed that .vmith 
wou'd run, stronpiy In the other 
cities of Mas.sachusett», for there 
he had the »ui)port of the State 
organlratlon. But that his dele- 
gates could overwhelm the Curley 
machine In Boston itself is clear 
proof that the "forpotton men" 
Intervened In the contest. 

The Boston voir seems to me the 
decisive test. For in firlmary elec- 
tions the machine normally wins. 
It 1» only when the machine is 
beaten that one can feel certain 
that a powerful, popvilar senti- 
ment has expressed Itself at the 
polls. With th« Boston test befor* 



ua U, can »ow be said V\-Uh as- 
surance that the politi<'irins in the 
larjife States wh(^ have been op- 
poHlnK Roosevelt ha\'e ludjjed cor- 
rectly vvhat the voters think 
abo',;c hira. 



These results dl^powe toinplrtely 
of the Roosevelt propap,inda that 
he is the idol of the mafises, opposed 
only by the intcj-national bankers, 
the power trust and Mr Raskob. 
Toda.v it is cert-.ui that In the in- 
dustrial sections of the country 
Mr Rnoseve!c is very far from 
being the Idol of the masses. In 
these sections whtre millions are 
unemp!o>'ed, wnere the suffcrinj; is 
most arute. Mr Honsevelt's protes- 
tations of interest in the forgotten 
man have brought him just no- 
where. 

"Why is this? Are the miners of 
Srrantnn and ■\Vilke«barre the 
minions of Wall Street'.' Or don't 
they want a President ^\ hose heart 
is sympathetic with them'' The real 
reason is that the people of the 
Fast know about Mr Roosevelt, 
and Rradually have taken his 
measure. Thcv .just do not be- 
lieve in him. They have detected 
aomcthinp hollow in hirn, snnte- 
thinjj synthetic, something pretend- 
ed and calculated. 'WhilB they arn 
far from havinjr definite ideas as 
to what the policies of the country 
ought to he, they would like the 
next President to ring true. Mr 
Roosevelt docs not ring true. This 
has been the tudirment of the great 
majority of Democratic insiders. 
It has now been confirmed by the 
urban masses of the p;nst. 



After this demonstration It is 
plain that if the convention in 
Chicago nominated Mr Roosevelt 
it would be taking tremendous 
risks. Until Titesda.v the promoters 
of the Oovernor's candidacy were 
urging that, though he lacked the 
:;upport of Demorratlc leaders and 
of the nefiocratic machine in t!ie 
P'.ast, he had tin h great popular 
strength that if nominated he 



would certainly be elected. That 

ar,;ument is now exploded. 

It has now been made plain that 
Mr Roosevelt's position is about as 
follows: He has ]iojular strength 
in the South, in the Northwest and 
probably on the Pacific Coast. He 
has strength among the profession- 
al politicians in these sections plus 
some scattered professional follow- 
ing elsewhere among politicians 
who were looking for the band 
wagnn. But in the industrial Mid- 
dle 'West and tho industrial East 
he has not eithi r popular strength 
nor professional, and he has the 
great weaknes.-; of having antag- 
onized .\1 .'-mith's most devoted fol- 
lower.s. unless the Chicago con- 
vention thinks that he can carry 
every State est o' the Missls.sippi 
and south of the rotomao and win 
with those electoral votes alone 
they will .nt take the risk of nom- 
inating him. Mr Roosevelt's lia- 
bilities are great, am! thoy will 
now grow greater as the conven- 
tion approach :i. r'or hi.s defeat on 
Tuesday has justified the opposl- 
ti.in and will increase It. 



Those Democratic leaders who 
have been working for a. conven- 
tion of uninstn.cted delegates have 
proved to be the best jut ges of the 
situation. There are times when 
some one man so dominates the 
scene that his nomination can bo 
settled in advance But this year 
uraong th i Democrats there has 
been no man -ho dominated the 
scene. Both Roosevelt and Smith 
are obviously sectional and fac- 
tional candidates. The wisdom of 
the matter, .hereforc, is to recog- 
nize each as representative of an 
im.portant element of the party, 
but to nominate neither of them 
since both divide tho party. Each 
is entitled to a strong voice in thci 
final selection. But unless the 
party wants to do battle in its own 
ranks rather than ag^.inst tho Re- 
publicans it will now look for a 
candidate who Is not from >rew 
York.

The Democratic primary in Massa- 
chusetts Tvas the first important suc- 
icessful attempt of what has been 
'called the "stop-Roosevelt" move- 
ment. It may not lead to the nomi- 
nation of Ex-Gov Alfred E. Smith 
for the Presidency— most of the 
politicians do not export that — but 
it may bring about the defeat of Gov 
Franklin D. Roosevelt In the ra- 
tional convention, T^'here the suc- 
cessful candidate must have the sup- 
port of two-thirds of the delegates 
present and voting. 

The 36 votes which the Massa- 
chusetts delegates will cast for Ex- 
Gov Smith when the balloting begins 
in the convention will be valuable tc 
him, but much more important is the 
effect which the Massachusctti 
primary will have in the weeks Ir 
the immediate future on the elpcfim 
and pledKiiig of delegates in other 
States. The anti-Roosevelt forces 
[or the first time have made head- 
way In a contest in which they 
fought against the leading candi- 
date for the Presidential nomination.

Unpledged Idea Failed 

The pic-primary Democratic cam- 
paiRn in thi.s Slats was out o: the 
ordinary in many respects. The origi- 
nal Intontion of the State leader.s who 
afterward.? declaied for Ex-Gov Smith 
was to run an unpledged dele.^atlon, 
hut. they discovered that it was diffi- 
cult to make mu:h headway so long 
a.i they had no candidate ^vhom they 
could set up against Gov Roosevelt; 
in other words, tlley found out they 
tould not beat .somebody with nob.idy. 
There Hie i-ea:,ons for bclie\inj; lliat 
the situation in this State was to some 
dcRree responsible for Mr Smith'jt first 
statement, in which he said he would 
accept the Presidential nomination if 
ithe delegates in Ibe nation.il con^■en• 
tion wanted him to take it. As soon 
as Mr Smith made that declaration his 
friends in Massachusetts had .■some- 
thing to build on, and, aa the primary 
showed, they worked to good effect. 

They prepared a list of candidates 
for delegates-at-large. which was most 
Impressive, ft contained the names of 
the Governor of the Commonwealth, 
the two fJnited States Senators, the 
four Democratic Congressmen from 
the State, the district attorney of Suf- 
folk County. Gen Charles H. Cole, a 
veteran of the World War, once the 
Democratic nominee for Governor, and 
the original Smith man In this State; 
Kx-Mayor ,7ohn F. Kitz^erald, one of 
the most poptilar public men in New 
England, and two women, who accept- 
ably represented their sex. If. would be 
impossible to put together another 
Democratic, group comparable for polit- 
ical strengtli. 

Smith's Name Important 

Moreover, these leaders had the use 
of the name Alfred K. Smith, which 
apparently is worth more in Massa- 
chusetts than in any other state in 
the Union. Many believe that name 
on the ballot wa- more effective as a 
vote-getter than the list of candidates 
for delegates-nt-large, formidable al- 
though the latter wa.'. Some of the i 
politicians have sp-culated .'^Ince the 
primary as to what the restilt would 
have been if the Roosevelt delegates, 
headed by Mayor Curlcy. had been 
pledged to Kx-Go^' Smith and the 
Smith delegation pledged to Gov Roose- 
velt. There are those who think Sen- i 
alor Walsh and his associates would 
have gone down to defeat under such 
circumstances. 

It seems plain, after the result, that 
Gov Roosevelt would have been better 
off in the country if he had not en- 
tered the fight in M^is:- achu:-'f tt?. Ac- 
cording to turner, f'bairman .lames ,\. 
Fsiley 0/ the New YorU XJcpqcraUc 
committee, who is the national leadei 
of the Roosevelt <;ampaign ; Lewis M, 
Howe, Gov Roosevelt's personal secre- 
tary, and Robert Jackson, the Roose- 
velt leader In New England, did not 
want to make a contest here for their 
candidate. It would be Interesting to 
know who was responsible for th« 
derision to die a. list of Roosevelt del- 
egates if these Important men in the 
organization '.id not believe in that 
course. Ma.yor Curley could hardly 
have had sufficient influence. 

Women Piled Up Dig Vote 

According to the stories current on 
the street, it was the women who 
rolled up the enormous majority for 
the Smith ticket in Tuesday's pri- 
mary. Everyljody knew that at the 
beginning of the campaign they were 



for Ex-Gov Smith, but the Kooseveii. 
supporters felt they had mada greai 
pro.qress in swinging the women over 
to the Roosevelt side. Evidently the 
Roosevelt managers were mistaken. 

It may he that Mayor Curley's poli- 
tical prestige has suffered a perma- 
nent eclipse; it Is certainly In the 
shadow now, and for the present he 
must lay aside any ambitions for 
higher ofiice. unless Gov Roosevelt is 
elected President. In that event the 
Mayor may step inl/) the sunlight. 
again. 

James Roosevelt, son of the New 
york Governor, was doubtless -llaap- 
pointed by the defeat of the group to 
which his name was attached, but he 
made an extraordinary run In the 
primary. Inexperienced and unknown 
when the campaign opened, he de- 
veloped into an effective speaker and 
attained such a wide personal popli 
larity th.it on the face of the returns 
he had a lead of a few votes over 
Mayor Curley in the total. 

Kverybody in the list of the Smith 
Helegates-at-large, and among the dis- 
trict delegates also, has grounds for 
satisfaction, especially Senator Walsh, 
who led the delcgates-at-!arge, as ev- 
erybody supposed he would; Gov Ely, 
who was so close to the senior Sena- 
tor; Ex-Mayor Fitzgerald, who ran 
third, in spite of the fact that hU 
name, for strategic reasons, was 
placed last on the list, and Dist Atty 
Fole.x-, who had a larger vote in Bos- 
ton than any of the other candidates 
for delegates who live in this city. 

Vote as Large as Expected 

The total vote in the Democratic 
primary, about 210.000, was quite as 
large as almost everybody, except 
.some of the candidates, expected. The 
heaviest vote ever cast in a Democrat- 
ic primary in the State was thrown 
two years ago, when there were inter- 
esting contests for the gubernatorial 
and senatorial nominations; the total 
vote for Governor in thst primary was 
an. 994. 

The total in Tuesday's primary can 
be approximately obtained by adding 
together the votes for Senator Walsh 
and James Roosevelt, who led their 
respective tickets; that sum is 309,783. 
It is probably not accurate, however, 
because of the likelihood that some 
voters did not mark their ballots for 
either of the candidates just men- 
tioned. Nor «r» the newspaper flg- 
urcf official. The authentic totals 
from the office of the Secretary of 
State may show considerable varia- 
tions from those already published.

Vets Employed on Subway 
I Reported in Favor 



The suggestion of Mayor Curley 
that, instead of discharging 500 of the 

} 1000 war veterans employed on the 
Governor-sq subway, the force of 1000 
be placed on a three-day week until 
the Job Is completed met unanimous 
approval when transmitted to tll» 
workers by Col Thomas F. Sullivan of 
the Transit Commission. 

Because of the headway mad* on 
the job and the ability to use only 800 
men until the work is finished, the 
Mayor ofTered the three-day-a-week 
proposition to prevent any man being 
discharged and then compelled to go 

\ on the rolls of the Soldiers' Relief De- 
partment. Yesterday Col Sullivan re- 
ported to Mayor Curley that the men 
welcomed the short week with work 
for all. Work on the Job has been go- 
inj,' on since July 21, ig.'iO. At the peak 
of employment 1500 men were on the 
job. 

Mayor Curley, before leaving City 
Hall yesterday for a few days' rest, 
said there were no plans for employ- 
ment next Winter, but had the city 
bren allowed to borrow outside the 
debt limit that the $15,000,000 tunnel 
project from Park st to Brookllne Vil- 
lage would have meant full time for 
?)W0 men all Winter and next year. 



CURLEY OFF FOR REST 
AFTER LON& CAMPAIGN 

\fter his SIX weeks of active 
campr.iKninit in behalf of Gov 
Fj-anklin D. Roosevelt, Mayor 
■lames M. Curley left yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock for an un- 
announced destination to rest for 
several days.

ON learning the rfisult of the 
Massachusetts primary, Al- 
fred E. Smith remarked, "I guess 
that will put a check under the band 
vagon.'' His illustration is Irom t!ie 
block of wood placed in front of a 
rear wheel to interfere with Its for- 
ward progress. 

The origin of the intense cam- 
paign here, which brought out a Tote 
unprecedented in a Massachusetts 
Democratic Presidential primnrr, 
Bhould bo kept In mind. This Con. 
monwealth had no faroritc son to 
offer when candidates were brough!, 
aut for the pre-conyention race. The 
State leader!! of the Democracy, as 
well as many of the rank and flle, 
were quite content to have the stand- 
ard-bearer for November deter- 
mined by the processes of the na- 
tional convention. That would have 
meant an unpledged delegation free 
to do what it thought best at Chi- 
cago. 

The rise of the aggressive Roose- 
▼elt movement made it difficult to 
■tick to this idea. As a result, the 
leaders of the party in the Slate rie- 
.Jided to draft the brown derby for' 
the emergency, its owner having 
tossed the hat into the ring for 
■whatever use might be made of it. 
Instead of an uninstructed 36, Mr 
Alfred E. Smith has now been credit- 
ed with that number from Massarhu- 
■etts. 

The stop-Roosevelt movement, 
which was apparently languishing 
while the supporters of New York's 
Governor added up Increasing totals, 
has now been revived. 

There are llol votes in the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention. Two- 
thirds being required for a nomina- 
tion, the winner must have at least, 
770. Taken the other way, it means 
that SS5 delegates holding o\it 
against the front-runner can block 
him. 

From the non-Roosevelt angle It 
is interesting to ask what Is the 
prospect that those who do not want 
to have Mr Roosevelt nominated will 
be able to rely upon S85 votes be- 
ing cast, for other candidatea. 



In the favorite son column Ohio Is 
Instructed to vote its 52 solidly for 
Gov George White on the early bal- 
lots. Later the delegation may sup- 
port Senator Bulkley or Newton D. 
.Baker. Ohio, sometimes called 
("mother of Presidents," ficems to 
have an ambition to become "mother 
of triplets." Anyway Ohio is not 
leaning toward Mr Roosevelt. Il- 
linois' 58 votes are to go to Senator 
J. Hamilton Lewis. Maryland's 16 
are faithful to Gov Ritchie. Okla- 
homa has pledged 22 votes to Gov 
Murray and Virginia with 24 votes is. 
ptirlial to former Gov Harry F.t 
;Byrd. Tczas Is proud of having 
raised Speaker John Garner and will 
kive him 46. The 36 of Missouri art 
pledged to former Scnatoi Jame?i .V. 
Reed. That brings the list up to 254. 

The delegation from Louisiana 
■with 20 votes is in the vest pocket of 
Senator Hucy F. Long, who does not 
care for Mr Roosevelt. Massachu- 
setts has bestowed its 36 upon Al- 
fred E. Smith. The Democratic con- 
trol of New Jersey and also of In- 
diana is disposed to wait aad see be- 
fore deciding what to do with dclega- { 
tions of ;!2 and 30. There are also I 
two -singletons which should be 
counted. Gov Murray has one vo' 
fmm North Dakota and Mr f 'h 
one tr-^xv Wisconsin. So far It ,-- 
grega e is 574.

It all tlie various non-Roosevelt 
plem'^nts can he kept out of his 
ciilnmn the band wagon will be pre- 
vcntpil from reaching Its annoimced 
destinaiion. There is, however, 
spmpthing which should be con-| 
siilprfcl. The Wpst can leain to care 
very much for an Eastern 'man when! 
It observes him having difficulties 
at home. The same is true of parts 
of the South. 

The problem ot the Roosevelt 
management Is to go so far beyond 
a majority during the selection ot 
the 582 Democratic delegates who 
are to be named after the Penn- 
sylvania list is aniounced as to 
impress backers of favorite sons and 
the delegates who are now deter- 
mined to wait and (lee. A convincing 
showing In California next week 
would help. Mr 'Roosevelt and his 
friends no doubt realize that there 
is a vrry substantial obstacle under 

the whpfl.

Different types of canipaigning: in- 
nrcaise the various elements of expense 
whlcn mu.st be met by candidates hope- 
ful of succe.s.s, and a maximum expendi- 
ture of ,$250,000 can ea.sily be made 
without any melon-cutting for the en- 
richment of men and women who re- 
gard politics as a practical business. 

A $100,000 campaign can onibrace 
every form of appeal to tlie voters, but 
a candidate reauired to keep expen.ses 
within such a figure will find oppcr- 
( unity for the expenditure of double 
that amount withotil .searching for it. 

Modern methods of attracting atten- 
tion now Include the use of radio, but 
the shrewd candidates, cognizant of the 
fact that tlie unseen audience of listen- 
ers cainiot be fairly estimated, use Uic 
ncwspappr,= in preference because of the 
certainty that the majority <:r » Icnown 
number of readers will at least glance at 
political advcrtisluf;. 

It costs money to atlempt to reach

McGrath described the entire me;.s- J 
ure a.s a '■deliberate steal," and declared J 
that the city council should be per- ! 
mitted to have a power of veto to pro- j 
tcct tlic city from any manipulation. I 
The measure has replaced a bill ; 
sponsored by Mayor Curley. It provides '• 
for the widening of Cross street, the,! 
creation of a traffic circle in Haymarket I 
square ano the construction of a thor- ! 
Dughfaro of a minimum width of 80 
feet from Chardon and Portland streets 
to PYiend street. 

The bill al.'^o converts the tran.sit 
■ommis-sion into a street construction 
lepartment and makes provision for the 
jperalion of the traflic control by the 
niblic works department, with the final 
ipproval of tolls vested in the state 
lepartment of public utilities. 

The new bill was reported by the 
committee cm municipal finance a,s a 
substitute for the Curlev measure 
Comparison of this bill with the orig- 
inal petition of Mayor Curley discloses 
[hat the street widening pro.)ccts. orig- 
inally jilanncd, and spon.sored in part 
by Martin M. Lomasney, have been 
merged with the traflic tunnel project, 
witli an addition of .tn. 000, 000 to the 

maximum cost of .«;16.ono.iino lixid bv 
the 1929 Legislature. 

The street rommi.ssion. d^'.'-ignaled in 
the Curley bill, as tlie municipal de- 
partment to supervl.'se the propused 
project, has been replaei-d in the 
am^ndmerit; tjy the tran.^it commission, 
wliich the bill strips of it.s powrr to 
operate the tuiuicl by placing author- 
ity in the public works depai-tmrnt. 

"It Ls the l3<.v|de.sl deal llial has ever 
been attempted." Councilman McGrath 
declared last night. "It has been de- 
scribed as a deliber.-.ie steal and there 
are many facts to warrant such a cliar- 
acterizatioii. 

"If it is the intention of lho.se be- 
lilnd the deal to claim the fixed valua- 



tion or sums in excess lor tlicir proper- 
ties, the people of Boston have every 
right to protest. That protest can only 
be voiced by the city council.

"The phra'eolcKv of what is styled 
an amendment to the tunnel bill, but, 
whifli is ill reality a .separate mea.sure 
dea'ing entirely with .-treet widenings.

It is a 
most peculiar bill. It i-evcals the handi- 
work of somrbodv sclioiiied in .'treet 
widening legislation.

Asserts Several Cases 

Cared for Not Eirtitled 

to Relief 



Defects in the administration of the 
Boston city welfare department ■ft'ore | 
outlined by the Boston finance commis- 
sion today in a special report to Gov. 
Ely and the Legislature. The commis- 
fion asked support for tlie pending bill 
to replace with one paid commtssioncr 
the unpaid lioard of 12 members which 
runs the department. 

The commksion said that out of 1000 
cases receiving city aid, which its 
agents Investigated, 70 were found to be 
cases which the investigators believe 
should not receive aid from the city. 
Keasons why these ctuse.s were consid- 
ered unworthy included: Maintaining a 
home beyond their means, excessive usp 
of liquor by the family aided, condi- 
tions morally ujiliealthful. squandering 
of aid without effort to help sustaui. 
hidden bank accounts, and hidden real 
estate tjwnership. 

LACK OF ABILITY 

The commi.\^iijn believes that t he- 
shortcomings of the present adminis- 
tration are due to a la/.'k of ability to 
place responsibility between the mrin- 
bcrs of tlie unpaid wMfare b-xirri, who 
devote only a few hou:s a week to the 
Job, and tlie executive secretary hired 
by the board. 

The legislative committee on cities, 
which has the bill for the change tn 
the department setup, ha.s not rcportrd 
It but it announced several days ago 
that the members stocd eight to sever 
In favor of reporting it with som' 
changes in the form froin which Mayoi 
Curley had filed it. The redraftet 
measure provides for a commissioner o:

agencies.

H AVE TWO M AYORS 

One For Sofiai Functions and Another For Business, 
Curley Tells School Audience 



Tile real difTicidty of the Mayor's 
office i.s the demand on the Mayor's 
time. If he could give all his time to 
tho social demands it ■\vould be very 
interesting, but that ollicial wouldn't 
last more than a > ear in public life, 
Mayor James M. Curley told an au- 
dience of 7.")0 members of the junior 
and senior cia.ss at the .Jamaica Plain 
Hiijli .Scliool this morning. 

The Mayor, whose address was the 
highliglit in a series on municipal gov- 
ernment confliicted by Headmaster 
Maurice .T. Lace\'. speaking of the 
many social affairs a Ma.^■or is sup- 
posed to grace witii his j^resence. .stat- 
ed that it would he a great thing if 
there could he a so(-ial Mayor as -.veil 
hs a busines.'. Ma>or m the major cit- 
le.<i of the country. He would himself, 
he .^aid, prefer to be the business 
Mayor. 

L^ipt night, he tnlrt his youthful 
audience, he was all prepared to spend 
a quiet evening at liome. with .-ome 
visitors from the West expected, when 
a delegation arrived asking that he 
attend a testimonial given a public 
ollicini in one of ttie Tiacli Bsy hotels. 
He had it Impressed on him that many 
of that official's family and friend.'^ 
were there and that his presence was 
' urgent. 

He acceded to the request. As he 
emerged from the place, he was met by 
a group, representing a fraternal order 
which was in session nearby, which n- 
formed him that several hundred per- 
sons were gathered at a meeting and 
would like to have him speak. He 
went, and at its conclu.sinn he remem- 
bered that he was to address a wom- 
;in s group. He nlmnst foi^ot about 
ibis morning's engagement, he .«aid. as 
a resuif . 

The Mayor, speaking leisurely and 
In n low tone of vol' e. i^ave fhe r-upi!^ 
la highly interesting talk on the func- 
tions of his office, letting them In. at 
the ssme time, on some of his great 
problems, and giving them n bird's eye 
view ef the work of a great tniinici- 
pnlity ns it relates to his own respon- 
sibilities. 

Tie referred te the ,r;reat increases in 
the rnl>lic Welfare. T-Inspltal and Cor- 
rectional nepai-tments. which he said 
were due to the present economic eon- 
<i it ions. 

With regard to the Public Welfare 
Department, which he said, is now aid- 
ing ?1.0(X) families, with an expenditure 
neces.sary. of ."1.000.000 a month, and 
representing one u c-i.^!^' to be helped. 
Mayor Curley pointed out that In thf 
next two months, the city will prob- 
ably be obliged to aid one out of every 
Roveti persons. In Detroit, he said, 
fiOO.OfXl are on- the city rolls, or one out 
of every three, and In New York, there 
are l,3bo,(XX) psraona on the charity 



rolls, out of a population of les» than 
6,000,000, or one in ever.v five persons. 

He further stated that If the national 
and State Governments don't embark 
on construction programs, providing 
additional employment, the probability 
is that next Vv'in'er, one out of every 
three persons will be on the charity 
rolls. 

Reveals Conditions 

Increa.eing numbers, he said, are 
seeking the aid of municipalities. 
Everybody is hoping m America that 
sometime the unemployment problem 
will be tinknown and that poverty will 
be ai'olished. Therefore, he continued, 
an effort is being made to work out 
a plan to hiing about, these happy r«- 
.= uts. He pointed out that tliere li II 
state of transition now. but that un- 
ress this evolution for the better comes 
about, the country may face revolu- 
tinn. 

He pointed In the enormity of -the 
present unemployment problem, with, ' 
ho said, appioximntrl.'. lO.OOO.CiOO un- 
employed. 10.000,000 employed part 
time, «jid some 10. COO, 000 more who 
have re<'eived reductions in wages. 

He ievc£iled, probably for the first 
time, that, according to tho chief sur- 
geons and physicians in charge of the 
hospital, that one of every 10 persons 
who come to the hospital come as a 
irsult of self-inflicted wounds. They 
break a leg, an arm or suffer some 
other injury, he declared, that they. 
might have somie one to take care of 
them and shelter them. 

The correctional Institution at Deer'' 
Island, he continued, has normally' 
Irom -100 to 500 inhabitants. Sinc«^ 
this year, there have never been I«M( 
tl'.,in 800 persons on the Island. "Th« 
hotel has become much more popular 
than any on the mainland," he added, 
smilingly.

Members of the Bosu n city council 
will call on the Ooverr )r thl.i morning 
to veto the b'll. if It riMches his desk, 
unle.ss it be amended to piovlde for ac- 
ceptance l>y 'lie counril Councilman 
Jo.ieph McOrath of Dorchester de- 
nounced the bill in il.s present form at 
. teterday's council se.'ision. He charged 
that it will set the stage for a situation 
by which the taxpayers of Bostor. will 
be mulcted of $1,000,000 In que.stlonable 
land damage awards. 

During the progress of the sharp de- 
bate in the Senate, Senator Charles C. 
Warren of Arlington told his a.s.soclates 
that he was suspicious of the provisions 
of the bill, becau.sc of the active par- 
ticipation in obtaining pa.ssage by Rob- 
ert J. Bottomly and becaiise of the in- 
terest in it demon.-strated by Martin M. 
Lomasney. 

The ire of Senator Henry Parkman, 
Jr., of Boston . was aroused when his 
request for postponement until tomor- 
row was opposed by Senator P^i-sh on

tion for the $20,000,000 extensions but 
Newton and Everett held the attitude 
that it would bo better to continue to 
pay cash relief to veterans than to 
shoulder the burden ot such costly 
transit projects.

Reconsideration was sought bv Rep- 
resentatives William H. Hearn ol East 
Boston, ChriKtl.-in A. Herter and Eliot 
Wadswortli ot Boston. Thev were op- 
po.sed to the bill a'-, not beiiig essential 
al, this time for the completion of the 
tunnel.

Democrats Criticize Mayor 



Mayor Curlcy's bill to csfablisJi the 
office of Commissioner of Public Wel- 
fare in this city in place of the pres- 
ent Depa.;mcnt of Overseers of Pub- 
lic Welfare "-as rejected yesterday by 
the Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives. The debate was one of the 
liveliest in a long time and included 
cri'.icism of the Mayor by several 
Bp-jton Democratic members. 

Ti'j onpcsition was started by Repre- 
sent.itive Peter J. Fitzgerald of Dor- 
chester, who charged that "the Mayor 
.seeks to create a new job of Public 
Welfare Commissioner at a .salary of 
$7500 a year." After praising the" ex- 
iting system, he asked: "Do you 
want a single man to have the say as 
to where $8,000,000 of the people's 
money is to g"'.'" 



In favor of the bill, Representative 
Francis D. Dailey of Boston praised 
Mayor Curlcy and his administration. 
He denied The Mayor sought to create 
a political job. 

Arguing tli.-it there was no need of 
a <-hangc, Hnpre.sentative John V. 
.Mahoncy of Boston declared that the 
projiosefl nieasiire was "the most flag- 
rant violation of the city of Bo.ston's 
rights that has even been introduced 
'in this Legislature.'' 

Representative .Tohn T. Reardon of 
'Boston oppo.scd the hill. Said he: "I 
hope this bill will not be ordered to a 
third reading. I .--ay to the gentleman 
from Fitchburg (DesChenes) that the 
indictment is on the man who filed 
the bill and not the system." 



Policy Loose, Says Des Chenes 

Representative DesChenes of F'itch- 
burg, Hou.se chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Cities, which reported the bill, 
.said: "This bill i.s to provide for a 
head, for a Commissioner, to take 
charge of he public velfare. depart- 
mert of the city. There is no suspi- 
rion of di.ihonesty of the present 
board. I want that clearl.v under- 
stood. The present board consi.sts of 
)2 unpaid men. The board was organ- 
ized originally to take cars of public 
ihargcs. but today we have 100,000 
people on the Boston public welfare 
rolls, 

"They are spending this year about 
$15,000,000 of the people's money, with 
no system, no plan. The department 
at the prejent time has outstanding on 
accounts receivable over ^,3,000,000. 
Why? Because there has been such 
a loose policy of giving out money. 

"An investigation ol 290 cases aided 
showed that relief was paid of $18 to 
JitT.M a week and in every one of 
those caa?s the money earned by 
these people had never been more 
than J)7 » week, the Investigation 
showed." 

Charges Favorilism 

Representative DesChenes contended 
tha.t opposition to the bill was due in 
part because favoriti.sm was shown by 
the present board. He told of a Bos- 
ton mcmhcr of the House who camrr 
out of the telephone booth after hav- 
ing obtained from the city a weekly 
allowance of $15 for a con.>-tituont and 
then told him (DesChenes) "Don't you 
see ■why we've cot to kill thip bill."

Convincing need of a national Prosperity Loan 
of $5,000,000,000 for needed public works is shown 
right here in our own city of Boston. And Boston is 
in far better shape than the rest of the country. 

John J. Shields, the Director of Municipal Em- 
ployment, estimates there are 100,000 able-bodied 
persons out of work in the city of Boston.

Searching for Voting List for 

IVon-Resi dents Leads to 

Many Rumors

Every departniPnt n( the ciry is much 
excited today over Alayor Curley's iTiy!> 
tery gesture in ordering: llie voting- lis'.s 
searched to determine the identity o£ 
non-residcnlw on the payrolls. Uiiniors 
are Hying about thick and fast. Is the 
move merely a routine matter, as the 
mayor has sugge.'ited, or does it liave a 
particular Ijearing on the recent presi- 
dential primary when the mayor '.vas 
.signally (iefeated for a place on the list 
of JJcmocratic delegates to the iiaiional 
convention? 

Most of the city workers fear the out- 
come, particularly in the liglit of the 
rumors that the mayor has received a 
fairly accurato clieck on City Ha..'s lack 
of H.ctivity at the polls. There is no 
question th.Tt Mr. Curley e.xpected loyal 
support, for all departments were tlior- 
oughly canvassed ana the sentiment in 
his favor was repoited as close to IOC 
per cent as might be expected when tlif 
•front office" says the word. But thf 
employees did not express their loyalty 
in any such proportion. .'Vccording tr 
the best advised reports, the mayor re 
celved less than lialr the s.,pport expect 
cd; furthermore, it Is said that hundred 
of employees received time off to voti 
find did not go near the )>olls. 

Anyway, the ma.vor i;-- giving hnrulred^ 
of employees, and thi'ir superiors .is well 
many anxious hour.s. Perhaps there it 
greater anxiety in the departniiuits today 
than there was in tiiose rallier hectic 
days of 1918 when Mayor I'eters, finding 
an unhappy financial legacy as he as 
numo Ills duties, thrcalcneii to iiit city 
Falaries draRtlcally unless tlie I.egisla 
ture should grunt him a $,T Increase In 
the lax rate. I'"urt herniore. Mayor I'eters 
let it be known througliout the depart- 
ments that he might ubolish hundreds of 
positions and make .a systematic; slash in 
ealarles. Nothing of the sort occurred, 
however, and after wveks of pert urbal Ion 
City Hall settled down to a, very happy 
four vefirs under the mayor. 

Ktandini: By Ktnployees 

Mayor Curley lias shown no disposition 
to abolish posillons fu cut salaries during 
his present term, even wilh the pres- 
sure so strong upon him lo do so for the 
benefit of the lax rale He tells of a 
comniltteo of bankers wlio conferred with 
hlni 11 few months ago on the question of 
r.oston'H temporary loans and of having 
llatfootedly told them th.it he would i!i 
hold the rights of the employees to t'.e 
limit, unless the city faced the direst ex- 
tremitv which wnuld require ever, great- 
er nacrlflcca than could be foreseen. He 
did announce that he would refuse nil 
Increases, even wlUi the regrading up- 
ward of positions, and fill no vacancies 
iiniesH Buch action were absolutely essen- 
tial for the interests of the public. 

Soon ftfterwdrd, lb* mayc>r called a 
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meeting of his department heads and ae- 

livered an ultimatum that all must con- 
tribute one day's pay a month for the 
benefit of the Public Welfare Depart- 
ment, 'Vhich at the time wa.s dispensing 
money fin- unemployment and other 
forms of relief to the extent of f 1.000,00(1 
a month. Since llien the figures have 
Iieen running miicli higlier and it is un- 
likelv that the year will close with wel- 
fare" expenditures less than 112.000,000. 
And th»re is also the Soldiers' fJelief De- 
partment s aid to be reckoned witii, ap- 
plications increafiing every day since the 
men began to be laid off on the Kenmore 
square subu-av extension project. 

The relief situation is a severe one for 
the city, hut there is an anchor to wind- 
ward in legislative provision that the city 
may raise and appropriate for this pur- 
7)ose more than was allowed In the $18 
tax limit measure. Kveii with such a 
provisi'vn. and 'he assurance that the 
<-ity will receive its full share ^of the 
J.1,boO,000 pledged in pulilk subscriptions, 
city employees feel that more demands 
win be made of them by summer, elthei 
Jn the form of Increased subscriptions 
abolition of positions or the imposltioii 
cf the stagger system. 

Certain department suiieriors are -sale 
to have expressed such sentiments, tak- 
ing the position that with const.xnt losf 
of emplo.yment i.i private business me 
public mind will strongly react ag.iinst 
any such fav il classes as those In city, 
State or iictional employ. The time Is 
long past. It is asserted by the more 
experienced and hard-headed city superl- 
ros, \\'hen city, state or nation can juggle 
or use its funds In ways not ojien to 
private business and supply its needs 
by some manner of miraculmis draught. 

The situation resulting from the. jiresi- 
deiitlal primary is similar lo that wliici 
resulted from .Maycu- Curley's defeat b. 
.Andrew .1. f'eters in the mayoral election 
of fiecemher, 1017. At thai time h" ex- 
pected the wholehearted su|)port of tJie 
city employees and months before the 
election made the hold announcement 
that the Street Cleaning and Sanitary 
Forenven's Association of the I'ublic 
Works DeparlmenI had sent him a letter 
in wliich the maym-'s .■idministratlon was 
api)rove(l and informatiim given th,at "ev. 
tiy member of the association Is instruct- 
ed to work tor your re-election." From that 
time fcuwaril groui) after group of city 
employees ,assured the inaycu- of their 
support and active v.ork for him from 
that large source was patent to every 
voter. .\fter the electhui, however, ru- 
mors spread that he might Indulge in 
wliolesale reprisals against those city em- 
ployees who had l>eien reported as having 
worked against him, but nothing of that 
sort was attempted. 

Hut the city workers wilh still more 
active memories refer to that eventful 
day, .Ian. 20. llllti, when Mayor Curley, 
In his first administration, orderei! the 
removal of eighteen men who had been 
from ten to D-.lrty-two years In tlie serv- 
ice of the city, the most important re- 
moval bjig that of Frank A. Mclnnes, 
division engineer in charge of the sewer 
and %\aler service, and tl',e next day a.n- 
nouncecl that they were merely the first 
group of more than one liundrc>l slated to 
go. lie declared tliat his move was actu- 
ated by the spirit of economy, the Fi- 
nance rommlsslon having clalnie,! that 
J 1,01111, 000 could be saved in the Public 
VVorkB Department. The rumor was that 
I hey had been discharged for political 
actlvltv for the Storrow slate during the 
preceding campaign.

The weakness of the 
opposition .0 his nomination lies In 
the fact that most of the men who have 
been prominently discussed as possible 
c-vndidates are vulnerable In one way 
or another. Thereiore it would not 
be surprising, in case Gov Roosevelt 
fails to get the necessary two-thirds 
vote in the convention, If the result 
were il;c nomination of a real "dark 
horse." 

One or two visitors to Massachusetts 
since the ynimary have suggested that 
Gov j:iy should not be disriisscd too 
lightly in the consideration ni candi- 
dates for the Prcsidrncy.

Gov Ely has let it l)e known tbnt he 
is interested in the election of Dr

Dr 
Hanson is not a familiar figure In this 
part of the .State, but the endorsement 
by the Governor seems likely to be 
controlling in this matter. The North- 
ampton man organized Hampshire 
Counlv for Gov Ely in tlie primary 
campaign two years ago and the form- 
er's effective work at that time highly 
commended him to Mr Ely and his 
friends. Moreover, the Democrats in 
the western part of the State feci that 
they should provide the member of the 
national committee if the chairman- 
ship of the State committee Is going to 
a Boston man. 

E.x-Mayor John F. Fitzgerald has 
been proposed for the place on the 
national committee, but he said 
yesterday he had told Gov Ely that 
he (Mr Fitzgerald) would make no 
fight for the position if the Governor 
and his friends wanted to elect Dr 
Hanson.

It was charged that the ruling, 
sent out within 48 hours of the 
slashing of the Veterans' Bureau 
budget In an economy move by 
Congress, was for the purpose of 
bolstering up the depreciated bud- 
get, and that the first blow was 
struck at the disabled veterans who 
could least stand it. 

Under the ruling, every claim 
filed by a disabled veteran for dis- 
ability compensation will be treated 
as a new claim and if awarded will 
be effective only from the date of 
the new claim. 

Claims which have been pending 
for years, durine; which time the 
veterans have been forced to re- 
ceive medical treatment, will also 
ba treated as new claims without 
retroactive benefit. 

One example ot the way in which 
the new ruling will affect claims is 
the case of a veteran in Portland, 
Me., who filed his claim back in 
1921 and presented him.-.eU for ex- 
amination, lie wa.'! advi-sed to take 
hospital treatment, but he refused 
to become a hospital case and left 
his claim in the bureau's hands. 

The bureau in WaslMngton ruled 
that by refusing hospital treit- 
ment he had withdrawn his claim. 
He filed a new claim last year and 
when the award was made it was 
treated as having no connection 
with the previous claim and re- 
troactive benefit waa refu. d. This 
veteran lost $2400 as a result of 
the ruling. 

The entire question has been put 
up to Gen. Hinea, director of the 
bureau at Washington, by the rep- 
resentatives of veteran organiza- 
tion and a decision is expected ; 
within a fevr "lys. i 
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in retroactive conip! iisiation.

sion before putting it into effect. 

While officials of veterans' or- 
ganizations in Boston yesterday

Mayor Curley ex- 
pressed -mazement that siich an 
order could have been directed 
against the "most deserving class 
of men in the nation." 

OUTRAOFOUS, SAYS CIJRI.KY 
"This Is an outrageous pro- 
cedure," he declared, "unwar- 
ranted, cruel and unfair In the 
advantage It takes of the dis- 
altled veterans.

At the regular meeting of the Mayor.s 
Club of Massachusetts today, Mayor 
Curloy proiKiscd a 25 per cent. Increase 
in the stale income tax for a period of 
five years to amortize a $20,000,000 state 
loan' to be distributed among cities and 
towns to offset the increased cost of 
IKiblic welfare and soldiers' relief for 
Iho present year.

I P.iltcr^o^s nl llif irionl iiri-sidcil- 
tial primary campaign was forgotten 
yotcrday when (iovcrnor VAy and 
Mayor Ciirlcy clasped liaii<ls i-vir tlie 
I'arkcr House diiiiiiR table in tlic 
presence of 80 Mayors and Select- 
men of Massarlnisetts cities and 
towns, wlio liad asscmblrd on the 
Mayor's invitation tn consider the 
question of fuidin^ tunds for the 
poor and jobless tbrouKb new taxa- 
tion. 
After tiioi'e than tliree hours of \-ig- 

erons deliate, ttie group finally enrtorsccl 
the Gnveriinr's RO-ealled luxury or nui- 
tanco tax on eigarettea, bottled licver- 
ages and admission tickets, with the 
provision thnt the Slate hy bond Issue or 
otherwise raise the money this \ear to 
meet the innrcased dtnoaufls for public 
welfare, soldiers' relief and old npe 
pensifius, estimated at $l:i,lion,fl<xi above 
the figures lor Inst \ear. 

Tile money would be turned over to 
the ritie.s and towns to sa\'e thein from 
prohibitive lax rates, partleularly on 
real entale. and the State would later 
redeem the bond i^sne throuKh the re- 
ceipts from the luxury tux. 

The .session likewise broufiht into har- 
motiy Mayor t^urle\- and Mayor Patrick 
.T. Duane of Waltham, a.s the latter for- 
got his (iaeli,; eampuiRu pronouncements 
to voice Iiis appro\':il of iioslon's chief 
executiv'e. 

Tn a spirit of agreement. Mayor Cur- 
ley postponed his reeommemlation for 
nil Increase of 2.") iter cent in the present 
Income tax rate as a, me.ans of raising 
the funds for poor and unemployment 
relief, after the nmernor had promised 
that the liepislntnre would speedily 
•nact his proposed nuisance lax hill If 
the Mayors and Selectmen wovild en- 
dorse it. 

Ely Poubtfiil About Income Tax 

Speaking on the Mayor's tu'oposed 
lio.ist in the income tax, the iJovernor 
mated that he would approve It, pro- 
vided the IjCgislature would pass It, but 
lie rx()ressfd Kcave doubts that the 
presen', LeKisIatiu'e \\ oidd increase the 
Income tax. Ho tluHiKht there was a 
:hetler chance for the nuls:Mic<' tax to 
pass the Legislature, and appealed to 
the city and town executives to get ba- 
llind it. , . 

As for the $20,000,000 bond Issue rec- 
emmeniJed by Mayor Curley for a.

Hefcrring to the protest, the Governor 
elated Unit the mnniciiial authorities 
Or lOO residents would have to make the 
request for the Stale help before the 
commission would step Into action.

He explained that a sales tax was 
unconstitutional in Ma^sal■husctts, thai 
there was lillle chance tor an Intrease 
In the income lax. 

A c.ill upon Jtcpubrn ans to support

Mayor Bates of Salem, who offered a 
table showing that the expenditures 
of more than $24,000,000 by cities this 
year for welfare, .soldiers' relief and old 
age a.ssistance, arc nearly $lo,000,CjO 
greater than last year, objected to the 
bond Issue because it would give the 
Legislature an invitation to reject the 
Governor's program.

Speaking of his tax program which he 
termed •'nuisance taxes " be said: "Tliey 
may not be perfect, but in an emergency 
we should not be squeamish or tinicky. 

"Increases in welfare costs falls en- 
tirely, except for some gasoline tax. upon 
real estate. This increa-sing burden tails 
upon real estate when ability to respmid 
has been vei'v seriously .'rippled by the 
industrial depression." 

Suggestion of an income tax increase, 
he said probably would arouse even mo>'p 
opposition than has been registered 
against the proposed "nuisance" taxes. 
"Anv moilerate increase in tlie income 
tax woulil not yield suffii'ient revenue to 
meet needs, .-^nd it would tend to drv up 
the source of productive capital. Thp:-c 
are two objections. There seems to be 
no possibility that the Legislature wouid 
pass such a bill and if it were made 
substantial enough. It would be a h'.iidl- 
cap to the revival of business. 

A sales tax. the governor ;,aid, would 
bo unconstitutional but an excise tax 
upon certain commodities i.s witiiin the 
Stale laws.

Mayor Curley's proposal for an out- 
:loor library gn the Common is an inler- 
ssling one, anU quilr commendable if it 
IS to be supposed thai, it, would be prac- 
ticable under our New England climate. 
In fstablishlnR such Ubnirlcs, "back- 
ward" Spain has sticcessfuUy preceded 
us; the Transcripts columns have de- 
scribed such libraries as they are main- 
tained in the public parks oi Seville and 
Valladolid. In that land of abundant 
sunshine, wlierc during months at a 
tune the stui .shines every day, the 
charming Utile book centers, under the 
shade of trees and stnrounded by seats 
made of decorated tiles, are a success- 
ful feature. Some of these Spanish park 
libraries are general in character, and 
some are devoted to the books of a single 
national author. All are well patronized, 
and the literary and other property In 
them is re.spccted strictly. At least one 
,sucli library, lliat at Valladolid. has a 
Ichildrens department, where quiet 
Ibands of children from tlic streets regale 
and inspire their adolescetit minds with 
beautiful and interesting illustrated 
books, and early learn to manifest un 
interest in the rich poetry and romance 
of their nation; where .some of them, too. 
until now denied ordinary educational 
advantages, actually learn to read. 

Thousands of people betake them- 
selves to Boston Common to re.st and 
often to read newspapers. If they had 
acce.ss there to books of interest and 
useful quality, a great proportioti of 
them would undoubtedly and prohlably 
avail them.selves of the opporttinity. No 
objection to such a scheme Is apparent 
except the climatic one. Perhaps that 
objection might be forest; .ed by pru- 
dent arrangements. We are behind the 
Spanish civilization in a.^e and in tht 
favor of sun and sky, uu. is there anj 
reason why we .should be -ehlnd it ir, 
aspiration. In refourcc. oi in respeclfu] 
conduct? Boston has led the country Jr. 
uitellectual and educational re.source Ir. 
; i„- past, and might profitably lead It Ir, 
such an institution as park libraries 
With, of course, the invention and ap- 
plication of practicable methods of man- 
agement and protection.

FOR ELY TAX PROGRAM 

Mflyor Curlf-y tnriay appralert to flll 
the Boston mpmbers of the Logisiature 
to support Gov Ely's luxury tax for 
the purpoRp of rai^^ln^ sufficient funds 
for the relief of the poor nnrt unem- 
ployed. 

The Mayor'?: appeal included min- 
utes of the last meeting of the Mayor's 
Club. 

"I beg to submit herewith." he said, 
"the minutes of a Joint meeting of the 
Mayors of cities and chairmen of i 
Boards of Selectmen of the towns of 
Massachusetts, held at the Parker 
House, Boston, Wednesday. May 18, 
for the purpose of considering ways 
and means through which aid might 
be provided to the cities and town.s 
for the conduct of the activities of 
Public Welfare Departments, Soldiers' 
Relief vvorlt and old age assistance, I 
all of which, as a consequence of i 
present industrial depression, are 
many times in excess of former years. I 

"Figures were presented which 
showed that, estimated expenditures , 
for thi.'5 year for the in cities, pxcln.^ive i 
of towni, will be approximately 124,- 1 
000,000, wherea.s in the year 3921 the 
tr.tal expenditures were approximately 
52,400,000. 

"At this meeting it was estimated 
the increased demands for public wel- 
fare, solidcrs' relief and old-age as- 
sistance throughotit the State would 
be $13,000,000 above the figures of last 
year." ; 

"■V'ariovis .'.poakcrs clearly indicated 
that unless immediate relief was re- | 
ceived from the Legislt.iure taxpayers i 
would find themscives unable to meet 
the burdens placed upon them by the 
tremendous appropriations for relief. 
Cities and towns without assistance 
from the Stale will be obliged to raise 
by taxation this year the full amounts 
that will be appropriated for relief 
during the year. 

Added Flnaneiat rrnhlem 

"Under the tax rates for last year 
many taxpayers have found it uii- 
possible to meet their obligation,', and 
with the added burden of greatly in- 
creased appropriations for this year a 
inucii larger number of taxpayers will 
find it iinpossihlo to meet their tax . 
obligations. The result will be that 
cities and towns will have an added 
finaiicial problem due to the non-re- 
ceipl of these taxes. 

"Many of the speakers were of the 
opinion demands for relief would con- 
tinue to increase throughout the Sum- 
mer, and that the relief necessary dur- 
ing the Winter months might ho .'jO 
percent in excess of that fou«d neces- 
sary during last Winter. 

"His Excellency the Governor ad- 
dressed the meeting and stated that 
assistance to the cities and towns of 
'the State was absolutely imperative. 
With a view to obtaining additional 
revenue that might nv et in a, small 
part the burden placed upon cities 
and towns, the flovermu- staled that 
he recommended to the Ijcgialature the 
adoption of. the so-called luxurv taxes.

Kx-Mayoi- Malrolm K. .Vkliois, in an 
address before the annual banquet of 
the East Boston Board of Trade, ad- 
VHnced a unique tliought of general in- 
terest to aviation in this part of the 
country in the suggestion that the 
Charlestown Navy Yard, or at least 
part of it, be used as an experimental 
station in the development of airplanes 
and safety devices. 

Branding the proposed closing of the 
yard as tolly and "positively absurd, in 
that it was a blow to national secur- 
ity," the ex-Mayor declared that it 
v.ould be a wise move for the Govern- 
mcn: to turn over part of it.s local 
equipment to au-plane manufacturers 
foi expeiimental purpo.sea and per- 
fection of such an essential vehicle of 
tiavel and defense in the future. 

"Because of its acce.'^sible location to 
the Boston Airport, one of the best in 
Iho world." de<:lared Mr NIchol.s, "such 
an arrangement would .'Stimulate in- 
terest in aviation hereabouts, and 
eventually attract to our city a part of 
the airplane industry, which at present 
is largely oonfined to the Middle West 
cities. This may be accomplished with 
cooperation and organi-.ed effort. 

"While other industries have been , 
hard hit during the present economic ' 
situation, aviation seems to be the 
Ifast affected. We have natural ad- 
vantages (o offer this pai-timlnr Ivpe 
of commercial enlerprisc. and I per- 
.sonally believe (he airpl.-me industry 
.«houId rightfully be centered in our 
city." 

Reciting in detail the vast amount of 
work accomplished during his adminis- 
tration in the development of the air-, 
port, Ex-Mayor Nichols pointed out 
that it was only after tedious delibera- 
fiims that he secured for the city 
proper title to the field, .so that the i 
present flying field and buildings could I 
br. laid out and constructed. I 

"True, there are a lot of people who ! 
cannot see the advantage of an air- I 
port; some went so far as to brand 
such an expenditure a waste of good' 
money," went on Mr Nichols, "but the | 
day is not far off when they, too. will 
praise the vv-isdom of such a public 
project. 

"It does not require much of a 
propriet to reveal the future and prom- | 
jse of aviation, but I dare venture that 
the Boston Air Terminal, In days not 
far off, will bfi a great asset to the 
commercial life of Boston and the 
State."

A move to oust all married women whose husbands are 
able to supfV' "I them from the service of the city of Boston 
was furthered yesterday by the Boston City Council which, 
without debate and under a suspension of rules, passed an 
order placing the body on record as favoring the action. 
Several thtnisand women are 



concerned. Although the action 
by the City Council is considered 
more important as it pertains to 
the city proper, the order, in- 
troduced by City Councillor 
Thomas Burke of Dorchester, 
includes a recommendation that 
the same policy be pursued 
toward married women in the 
employ of the county. 

Councillor Burke's order was 
passed without debate, with 17 of 
22 councillors present and voting. 
For immediate action, a suspension 
of the rules was enacted. 

The order carried with it a 
recomme-ndation that all places 
which might be vacated by remov- 
al of married women not dependent 
on their own efforts for support 
should be filled by members of the 
unemployed. 

"I have been warned that tills 
ig 'dynamite'," Councillor Burke 
said In offering his resolution.

Enactment of the recommendations of 
the iMctropoIitan Transit Council for 
the coriHtruction of cxtonHions to the 
rapid transit system uf nietropolitar. 
Boston will provide employment for be- 
tween 6000 and 7000 war veterans ovev 
a period of five years, Mayor t^'uvley de- 
clared today before the legislative Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Affairs;. The 
two improvements under consiiloration 
provide for tlie extension of the rapid 
transit f;icllilles from Lechrnc-re atniare 
In CanibrldKC to Davis square in Som- 
erville, and from Arlington street in Bos- 
ton to tlie vicinity of Brookline A'illaKc. 
Tiie cost of tlie projects is estimated at 
$10,000,000.

The worlf, tlie mayor said, could be 
started by the first of October of tills 
I year, a time wlien tlie lioavie:it dr.itns 
come on tlie )iiil>lic welfjir,. <Iepart iiient of 
tile city. In eonim^'Utinj;- upon llie ])osi- 
tion tiiken l>y the MMssaclui.-<et ts Tax As- 
sociation and tlie Huston Ueal Mslate Kx- 
(diauKO and otlier ortraiilz.itions on tlie 
subject of pulilic improvements tlirouKli 
bond Issues, Mayor ("uih'y attacked the 
metliods pursued by the orKanizatlons 
and ciiaracterlzed tlieni as of a "mciin" 
variety.

Urges a Favorable Report on 

Two Subway Extensions and 

Hits Real Estate Exchange 

Every city in the state will be 
"stink" unless the Legislature 
comes to their relic. Mayor Cur- 
ley today warned the legislative 
committee on metropolitan af- 
fairs. 

The mayor made, this prediction 
after he informed the committee 
he could not tell what the Boston 
tax rate will be until the Legisla- 
ture adjourned. 

As a part of (he relief progr.am 
he urged a favorable report on the 
bill of the Metropolitan District 
Council for two subway extensions, 
one running out Huntington ave. 
and the other to Davis sq. Som- 
erville, at a cost of $40,000,000. 

WORK FOB 7000 

The two projects, he figured, 
would give worlt to some 6000 or 
7000 heads of families for three or 
four ycar.s, materially decrease the 
drain on the city's resources in sol- 
dier's relief and public welfare aid 
and at the same time provide per- 
manent improvements. 

The Huntington ave. project, h4 
.taid, would make possible the re- 
moval of the tracks from that 
street and glv^ a broad thoR>ufb- 



fare to connect with the new WoTt 
cester turnpike at Brookltne Vil- 
lage. 

SCORES EXCHANGE 

If the city was to construct a 
boulevard to take the Worcester 
traffic into the city, he said, it 
would cost In the neighborhood of 
.$18,000,000. 

The mayor bitterly scored the 
Boston Real Estate Exchange and 
the Massachusetts Tax Association. 
He said these two organizetiona 
blocked bills which he had before 
the Legislature to reduce the tax 
rate by 52 cents. He declared he 
had put every economy into effect 
that he could outside cutting the 
city salaries. 

He blamed such men as Alexan- 
der Whiteside for the losing of 
immense sums by the city in abate- 
ments. Reading out another name, 
that of Frank D. Comerford, presi- 
dent of the New England Power 
Company, the Mayor remarked that 
that company has "capitalized 
everything from the birds that fly 
in the air to the pine cones that 
fall in their property." 

Taking a fling at the "gamblers 
ill State and Wall streets," the 
mayor said that "they never sat In 
to a game with honest dice in their 
lives." 

The mayor praised the $5,000,000,- 
000 prosperity loan program spon- 
sored by William Randolph Hearat, 
which he said had been endorsed by 
more than 50 leading economists 
i the country.

People's Editor: 

I recently wrote a letter to the 
Traveler, stating that the $3,000,000 
widening of approaches to the tun- 
nel now being driven from the North 
end to East Boston were not needed 
for the lo-'al North end trafHc and 
would not ■ elp the .situation for Iha 
through tr ic in the congested cen- 
tre, but w& I make it worse. I stated 
that the plan of continuing the tun- 
nel under the hill beyond the con- 
gested distrct should be gone into. 

Mr. Thoma.s F. Sullivan, chairman 
of the Boston transit commission, has 
replied to thi.s, practicaUy acknowl- 
edging that these widenings would 
not relieve central congestion but were 
merely a preliminary expense to a 
through artery, and stating that th« 
solution by tunnelling had been con- 
sidei-ed and rejected as too expensive. 
I As to the alternative of continuing 
the tunnel, I am Informed on good 
1 engineering authority that the mate- 
! rial to be traversed under the city js, 
in general, good for tunnelling rather 
I than otherwise; that the expense of 
j air locks would not be required for 
I man of the distance and that, if car- 
ried under or away from existing sew. 
ers. water pipe.-;, etc., there is no pre- 
sumption that the cost would be pro- 
hibitive. A through surface artery 
would entail immcn.sply expensive 
takmg,<;. and there is general agree- 
ment that because of intersections its 
efficiency is small compared with a 
through route. 

We need more definite figures as to 
comparative costs from Col. Sullivan, 
Also, with due respect to the con- 
elusions of Col. Sulhvan. and liis emi-

thought, before we get into thLs huge 
expense, we ncPi estimates from a 
fresh and unprejudiced engineering 
sorce.

An attack on sponsors of the Bos- 
ton municipal researcV. bureau ■R'as ex- 
pected today Irom Mayor Curley In an- 
swer to declarations 'by the group 6 
prominent la'K'vers and biuslness mer 
that "the 1932 financial program fo 
the city government is built upor 
shlftintt .sands." 

In a lengthy statement the bui'eau sei 
'forth that "only dra^stlc retrenchment 
and economy " can avert a crisis In tht 
city'is fjnaiices and In the economlt 
stnicture of the community. 

l!nmediat*ly after learning of the 
Kt,.tement of the bureau, of which Bent- 
ley W. 'Wan-en is chairman. Mayor Cur- 
ley promised to make an emphatic 
replv. He .said he would link sponsor.' 
of tiie bureau wltli critics of his ad- 
mlnl.stration -who are influential in 
the Mii.ssa('hu.sett,s Tax Asosclation. He 
said that at leasi. four of the memtjer.s 
were attacked by him at a legislative 
hearing la.st week. 

The mayor expres.sed the belief that 
thf bureau's aniilvsLs of the city's fu- 
ture finances could be tied up with the 
tRX as.soclation with whom he lias been 
at odds lor months beca'.use of the de- 
mand.s for reductions of valuation as- 
sessment* coming from dowTitown prop- 
erty owners.

Mr. Conry and the Police Boat 

pOLICE COMMISSIONER HULTMAN showp good sense In 
ignoring the latest remarks of Traffic Commissioner Joseph 
A. Conry. In an address, Mr. Conry said : 

"To obtain a boat for police protection in Boston harbor, 
the police commissioner contracted to build a ship 118 feet long. 
Be it remembered that the boat is never intended to go outside 
Boston Light . ., . Any East Boston boy could have told the 
police commissioner that a boat 118 feet long was utterly un- 
fit to operate between the wharves and above the bridges of 
our harbor, as being too slow and awkward in turning. After 
hobbling about for a year or so she was pronounced unwieldy 
and unserviceable and sent to the sick bay. Boston harbor is 
deprived of its proper police protection and the city faces a 
possible loss of $250,000, due to the incompetency of officials 
who should be appointed by our mayor, but are wrongfully ap- 
pointed by the Governor of our state." 

We called up Mr. Coniy and asked: 

"In making your speech did you let your audience know 
that the plans for that boat were approved and the order placed 
before Mr. Hultman ever became police commissioner?" 

"No," was I\Ir. Conry's answer. "I was not discussing in- 
jdividuals. I was calling attention to the system under which 
police commissioners are appointed by the Governor rather than 
by the mayor of the city." 

We accept Mr, Conry's explanation that no slur against 
Mr. Hull man was intended or implied. In justice to the police 
conimissioncr, however, the public should be warned against the 
natural infei'ence to be drawn from Mr. Conry's speech, partic- 
ularly in view of the fact that one of Mr. Hultmnn's first ef- 
forts.' when he took office was to attempt to find a way for the 
city to suffer least from the rfttults of its adventure in police 
boat building. _
